The leading Chinese of Honolulu had 


a labor day meeting of their own yester- 
day at the rooms of the United Chi- 
nese Societies. Five hundred were pres- 
ent to hear an address by James W. 
Girvin on the Exclusion Law. Un Shin 
Chow presided and W. Qua! Fong acted- 
as Mr. Girvin's interpreter. There was 
much enthusiasm among the Celestials 
resent over what they believed to be 
he prospects for introducing more Chi- 
ese labor here and for getting the en- 


acting clause out of the Exclusion law. 


It was decided to draw up a petition 
o Congress for the relief of the Hawai- 
an labor market by the admission of 
,000 Chinese annually; also a memorial 
Lgalnst the reenactment of the Geary 
aw. 
Mr. 
Girvin's .address was quite 


engthy and concluded as follows: 
Now in Hawaii, which was annexed to 
the United States by joint resolution of 
Congress, which went Into effect on th» 
14th day of August. A. D. 1SS8, we have 
all the benefits (?) .of this exclusion law. 
To show you with what avidity the. 
Cninaman Is pursued.by the American - 
official, and how glad the American offi- 
cial is to get a job, It was ordered that 
the exclusion act be put Into Immediate 
•ffect, even before the United States • 
•overnment had supplied the machinery 
to carry It out. The first step was to re- 
pudiate all permits to return Issued by 
the Independent Hawaiian government. 
This was the most dastardly attempt on 
record. Some of the States of the Union 
have repudiated -their obligations to pay 
their debts for goods had and delivered; 
but this attempted repudiation of con- 
tracts made by an Independent sover- 
eign nation was carrying the repudiai- 
tlon scheme beyond the boundaries of the 
repudiating country. The weak Chinese 
on his return to the country of his adop- 
tion, -was refused landing, and that, too, 
by an offlcer of the Hawaiian govern- 
ment, there being no United States Col- 
lector of Customs, Into whose hand* 
congress had placed the'enforcement of 
th* exclusion act 
The Chines* appeal- 


ed to the Supreme Court on writs of ha- 
beas corpus, but this availed them noth- 
ing. Not only this,, but the.Hawaiian 
officials (who were largely paid by taxes 
collected from the Chinese) employed th* 
best obtainable counsel to defeat tho 
Chinaman. Finally, on seeing the failure 
of all attempt* to secure the rifhta 
which nature and the Hawaiian govern- 
ment had granted to these rejected re- 
turners, I wrote a personal letter to Pres- 
ident McElnley, explaining tbe whola 
matter (since Congress had placed in W» 
bands the governing of HawalJ>. and ask- 
ed him to place it In the department 
where It belonged for Immediate remedy. - 
The reply came Immediately, ana by tft» 
following mall came-an order to "honor 
all permit* Issued by the Hawaiian gov- 
ernment," and a ruling from the- Attor- 
ney General, diametrically the opposite- 
of one be had made 'a few weeks pre- 
viously.

More than twenty thousand people of 


•Honolulu have taken a ride upon the 
electric cars. All Saturday afternoon 
and Sunday the new vehicles have trav- 
ersed the lines of the road and have 
carried their full limit of passengers. 
The care, of the most finished construc- 
tion, were "carrying all day yesterday 
from 100 to 150 people on each trip. And 
to the credit of the new conductors they 
got a fair share of the nickels to which 
the company Is entitled. 
These 
are 


great days for the people of the city, 
and without respect to race or color 


~ there has been a trolley party for each 


person who -was possessed of sufficient 
curiosity and a nickel to take the ride. 


The opening of the Rapid Transit 


Company's line of electric cars marks 
an era in the new Honolulu. It was 
accomplished with ceremonies which 
drew to the power house of the cor- 
poration the leading people of the city, 
and when these were completed, there 
was an excursion over the route of the 
road from the power house to Loliha 
and Judd streets, back to College Hills 
and a return to the barns. It was a 
day of congratulation tor* the stock- 
holders and officials of the company 
and of Jollification for the people, in 
fact the day might well have been called 
a trolliflcatlon. 


The inauguration of the service was 


accomplished with music and oratory 
The band was in attendance and was 
given the place of honor In the powei 
house where the ceremonies took place 
and then when the cars were started 
over the road the first of the line bore 
the music-makers. At the central sta- 
tion there was a large gathering and 
the people heard the originator of the 
idea tell of the success of the endeavors 
of those who made the trolley car a 
possibility for Honolulu, and then saw 
the Governor of the Territory turn the 
throttle which sent the steam on its 
way to accomplish the generation of 
the electric power which sent its vibra- 
tions along the copper conductors, and 
finally moved the vehicles which climb- 
ed grades and sped along the 
levels 


bearing their hundreds of passengers. 


And there were many of these hun- 


dreds. They began to gather at the 
power house shortly after luncheon and 
kept coming until after the ceremonies 
In the main Jiad been concluded. These 
who gathered at the central station 
were only a small part of the multi- 
tude which was interested in the Inau- 
guration of the new rapid service. All 
along the streets were other thousands 
who shouted their welcome to the 
speeding cars and hailed the "new 
power which propelled them. As soon 
as the first parade of the cars with In- 
vited guests had been finished, and the 
regular traffic of the road was begun, 
there were as many people who strove

•he character of the electric installation 
was shown by the test put upon It Sat- 
urday afternoon. 
At that time there 


were nine cars run out and along the 
Ine. These are in themselves a load, 
but In addition there were 1,000 people 
n them. On the western end of the 
Ine there is not a teed {cable and the 
ntlre current which is carried Is 
through the one trolley wire. With an 
nitial current at the engines of 550 
volts, with all the cars running, and 
that on which the test was made then 
climbing the hill on Llllha street the 
voltage never fell below 260, and when 
Jie cars slowed down to allow the lead- 
Ing ones to mount the steepest grade 
the current ran up above 400. The cars 
are of the latest .pattern, and have been 
universally admired by tourists who 
took a ride over the most westerly elec- 
tric line of the Republic. 
: 


But the people who took their out- 


ing in this way have not seen all that Is 
being done for their comfort by the 
company. There are now being prepar- 
ed in the car barns of the company two 
party cars, which are to be used for the 
accommodation of private .sightseeing 
parties. The cars are of the largest size 
and will have buffets, . from which re- 
freshments will be served along the 
route. 
In addition to these the com- 


pany 
Is building a sprinkling car, 


which will be kept in constant use, a 
car with a capacity of 3,000 
gallons, 


which will be filled from the company's 
own well.

less vigor according to the rise and fall 
of the wind, since that time; and on the 
day I left the island (Aug. 33) it was 
burning fiercely. On August «th I vis- 
ited the burned district along with Al- 
bert Homer of Kukalau plantation. We 
examined part of the tract destroyed, 
but could not. at that tune, make a thor- 
ough examination of the whole tract ow- 
ing to the dangerous condition of same. 
The large roots of trees and decayed 
trunks some , of them entirely covered 
with a thin lajer of soil and still smoul- 
dering, are to be found all over tbe tract 
and without any warning, one is apt to 
step into one of those pits left vacant 
oy the burning of the wood and get 
badly burned by the red hot ashes. Sev- 
eral of Mr. Homer's men have got burn- 
ed in this way. I will BOW lay before 
you a conservative estimate of the dam- 
age done to the forest up to the time of 
our visit. 
' 
The trees on the section destroyed were 


principally koa, kukul, ohia-ha and ohia- 


Oehua. 
Owing to the great amount of dea* 


ferns and underbrush which Is tbe food 
of fires and the Intense heat caused by 
the burning of such, a very small per- 
centage of the trees win survive, the 
greater part of them are, in fact, burned 
to ashes. We estimated that about 3,000 
acres had been covered by the flre up to 
August 17th, the day on which we visit- 
ed the burned district. Our estimate of 
the amount of timber perr acre was 
about seventy cords. This flre could 
probably be headed off, but it would re- 
quire a great many men and it would 
cost a large sum of money to do Up 
work 
The only way the flre could be 
checked would be to cut a space through 
the forest about fifty yards broad, and 
carefully burn up all brush and then 
back flre. This space would probably 
have to be run through the forest for 
five or six miles, and continual watch- 
Ing would have to be don« to case of 
•parks'flying over and starting agais on 
the other side. The flre has got a big 
hold and it will require great energy and 
a large number of men to stamp it out 
Tbe section of forest destroyed includes 
private lands and leased government 
lands. 
On the morning of August 20th, Albert 
Homer telephoned to me at Kukuihaele 
where I was then staying, and informed 
me that the flre was approaching fifty 
acres of government forest land and the 
Kainehe and Paaullo homesteads, and 
asked if the government could not assist 
in trying to head off the flre. I told Mr. 
Homer that I did not think there was 
any appropriation to draw from for -such 
work, but I would ^communicate with 
Governor Dole in regard to the matter. 
The Governor had left 
the Volcano 


House that morning, and was on his 
way to Hilo The following morning I 
communicated with the Governor, who 
was. then in Hilo In reply, the Governor 
said that the plantation managers would 
have to try and put the> fire out them- 
selves, and rely on the government to do 
the right thing by them. I informed 
Mr Homer at once of the Governor's re- 
ply. Since then fend up to the time I 
left the island, Mr. Horner and Mr. Lyd- 
gate have had gangs of men night and 
"day trying to fight the flre, and on the 
evening I left I was Informed that Mr. 
Horner had all his plantation hands at 
work trying to check it. 
In an interview with J. M. Horner, this 


gentleman complained about the India- 
criminate burning of brush by settlers 
and by their carelessness or ignorance, 
allowing the flre to spread into the for- 
est or their neighbor's property and rav- 
age large tracts of land, thereby de- 
stroying much valuable property. 
Legislation Is undoubtedly greatly need- 


ed in the dry districts of different parts 
of the Islands to abate the evils caused 
by these brush fires. It would not be 
advisable to prohibit all fires on lands, 
but without delay an end should be put 
to the system whereby any person can, 
at any time, without impunity, set flre 
to dry grass and brush, and so produce 
a conflagration that may and often does 
cause great injury and loss to his neigh- 
bors' property; and that certainly retards 
the prosperity of the country.* Although 
bush fires need not altogether be prohib- 
ited, they should not*e allowed to be set 
In very dry seasons, as they are then ex- 
ceedingly dsngerons, and at oth«r times 
they should be regulated so that the evils 
that I have brought to your notice may 
be mitigated if not entirely abolished. 


TThe Kukalau plantation has suffered 
severely from this fire, in addition to the 
burning of forest immediately mauka of 
the lands. Tbe plantation has lost about 
-SW acres of cane, and Mr. Horner inform- 
ed me that it bad cost the plantation 
over SS.WO for labor alone m trying to 
subdue the fires up to August nth. 


As regards tbe replanting of the burned 
district, should the Governor decide to 
retain tbe government portion of It as s 
forest reservation, the first thing wonia 
be tbe erecting of a fence around tbe re- 
serve so that stray animals may not 
trampl* down and destroy the 
roots,

WHEN THE DOOR OPENED. 


~ The latest publication by tae bureau 
of statiatics at Washington is mainly 
devoted to a review of the world's trade 
wttfl China. Previous to 1842 China had 
no trade treaties whatever with foreign 
countries, and hei commerce with the 
rest of the world was of a desultory 
kind. 
Of the beginning of American 


trade with the Flowery kingdom it is 
related that in 1784 a vessel sailed 
from New York for Canton and com- 
pleted the round trip In fifteen months 
She carried American goods and return- 
ed with Chinese products, and the ven- 
ture was so successful that a, trade was 
established which grew until tt was sec- 
ond alone to that of Great Britain. 


President Tyler gained his point, be- 


ing aided by the fact that the British, 
In the previous year, had forcibly open- 
ed certain ports. A peaceabfe trade 
befran with China and It has been grad- 
ually extending and ramifying until It 
now counts heavily In the commercial 
"tatlstlcs of both countries and affects 
the well-being of nearly every Chinese 
province. The course of^the American 
diplomats during the Boxer crisis and 
after has been such as to "save the 
face" of China and, from the contrasts 
it affords, should be the means of add- 
ing, year by year, to our commercial 
privileges In the great empire. 


We are glad that United States At- 


torney Baird has taken a new tack in 
the matter of trying cases brought by 
sailors against ship's officers. 
After 


hearing what the complainants had to 
say in the John Lund case he made up 
his mind that conviction would be Im- 
possible and moVed the discharge of 
the accused mate; Col. Baird will be 
safe In taking this course nine times 
out of ten to the walking delegate pros- 
ecutions, as Hawaiian Juries, from long 
experience with the sea-faring class and 
having regard for the business of this 
port, are not likely to accept the evi- 
dence of the delegate and his fo'castle 
dupes at par.

known as Para grass, and that it is be- 
ing'freely distributed.

The original home of this grass is re- 


puted to be the northern portion of 
Para. 
This grass was introduced into the 


Leeward Islands of the West Indies. 
some thirty or more years' ago, for the 
same purpose, and its excellent qualities 
for the feeding and fattening of stock 
cannot be disputed as it Is probably the 
grass par excellence for this purpose. 


It may be well, however, to sound a 


note of ' warning regarding the habits 
of this grass, and the serious conse- 
quences which will ensue should It ever 
obtain a foothold in our cane lands, or 
in any land devoted to cultivation. In 
the first place its roots penetrate to a 
depth of from one to five feet, prin- 
cipally the latter. And as it Is a grass 
which grows from joints when it once 
gets a secure foot or ' rather roothold, 
it is almost impossible to eradicate It. 
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life. It is also a creeping and climbing 
grass, and when not eaten or cut down, 
it will climb, if it has anything to ad- 
here to, one hundred and more feet in 
height. It is therefore deadly to trees 
and forests. 


While residing in the West Indies 


more particularly on the Island of Tri- 
nidad, I knew -of'"several gentlemen who 
became bankrupt, and lost their estates 
through this grass taking possession o 
their caneflelds before its damaging 
habits were thoroughly understood o 
proper means taken to eradicate it o 
keep it under. 


As It is not a seeding grass there Is 


not much danger of its being indiscrim 
inately sown. I woultf, however, advisj 
great vigilance, to keeping it out o 
cultivated lands, which can easily b 
done, if the grass Is removed, roots an 
all, while it is still young.

hite men that worked at Ewa planta- 
lon were the first purely American col- 
ny ever introduced into the Islands, 
Maui, not Oahu, should have the honor 
f the first experiment with white labor. 
In 1870 Capt. James McKee. owner and 


manager of Ulupalakua sugar plaauta- 
ion, commissioned D. C. Humphreys, 
x-Judge of Amador County, California, 
o import a. cotapany of wbite laborers. 
This was done. Judge Humphreys 
>rihging seventeen Americans to Ha-, 
wail on the steamer Moses Taylor that 
same year. 
. 


At Ulupalakua these eighteen men 


called themselves the American Cane 
lultlvatlng Co., with D. C. Huniphreys 
as foreman, and they named the little 
•Illage, which Capt. McKee had oon- 
tructed especially for them, Idncoln- 
ville. 


A contract for ten years was made 


and signed by which Capt. McKee was 
o furnish them with land, tools, seed- 
sane, etc., and pay them so much .per 
on on sugar raised by them. They 
were to manage their own affairs the 
ilantation-owner advancing and charg- 
ing them with the .money expended for 
expenses to the Islands, for furnltui'e, 
and for food, clothing, etc., until two 
•ears had elapsed, which was the per- 
od requisite for a crop of cane "to ma- 
ture at Ulupalakua. 


Before the two years had gone by, 


however, only one man of the eighteen 
remained to reap the benflt of his la- 
bors and that was James Anderson, tbe 
present postmaster of Makawao, who 
stayed for ten years at Ulupalakua, be- 
coming assistant manager. 


The reasons for the failure of the 


colony are various. It was not on ac- 
count of heat, for the climate of Ulu- 
palakua is -much cooler than that of 
Ewa. Some of tbe men did not like the 
clause in the contract which prohibited 
bringing intoxicating liquors on the 
premises. Others thought that the $75 
or $100 per month which they^ might 
have obtained had they renaained, was 
too small a return for their hard work. 
It should be recalled that in 1870 and 
for twenty years later white men re- 
ceived extremely high wages In all oc- 
cupations on the Islander.Another fact 
which will act as an explanation is that 
most of those who contracted with 
Capt. MoKee were addicted to a roving 
life.

SIXTO LOPEZ TELLS WHAT 


HIS PEOPLE DEMAND OF USTHE USEFUL 


Hilo Railway Will 
Consolidate All 


Issues. 


A 


LL the holders'of the bonds of the 
Hllo Railroad Company having 
signified thele approval of the 


plan, the toonto will be replaced b> 
new bond, the trust deed covering the 
entire roaA and the terminal facilities 
at Hllo. This new deed will be to se- 
cure an Issue of $1.000.000 ,6 per cent 
bonds, widen will be transferred to the 
holders of tie old debentures. 
This deal, which Is the result of one 


of the many financial transactions of 
B. F. Dilltagham while on the Coast 


' last, will mean much for the develop- 


ment of the HUo terminals of the new 
railroad. The bonds which will be re- 
placed by the new Issue are now In two 
sets. One IB covered by a deed of trust 
based upon the main line of the road, 
known as the Hilo and Puna division. 
The amount of these bonds is $450,000. 


^ 


The Olaa division, which is the shorter 
line miming through t»e Olaa planta- 
tion, and to within eight or nine miles 
of the Volcano House, is bonded in the 
sum of $160.000. 
The deal by which the new bonds take 


the place .of the original issue contem- 
plates the selling of at least half of 
the surplus of $400,000; or perhaps a to- 
tal of nearly $850,000, for the purpose 
of developing the .property of the com- 
pany at Hilo, This development will 
take the form of a line through Hilo to 
the Hllo mill, formerly the Portuguese 
Mill Company's plant, and possibly a 
branch to the Waiakea mill. There will 
be two bridges over the Waiakea river 
necessary to the improvement, and the 
branches will comprise one to the pro- 
jected docks, and a belt line around the 
harbor to Walanuenue street with a 
station of the road in the business cen- 
ter of the dty. 
The new docks, the company to build 


which ia entirely a Hllo corporation, 
will be a much-needed improvement and 
will involve the expenditure of from 
$50,000 -to $60,000, the dock to be 800 feet 
long,/ This work, while not to be com- 
menced for several months yetjjneans 
the consolidation of several important 
Interests m*the mercantile line. The 
Hflo Railroad Company does not intent 
to dominate the enterprise, though it 
has subscribed for a majority of the 
stock at present and will furnish much 
of the money for the building of the 
docks and warehouses. The line of the 
railroad will run out onto the new 
flocks so as to make the handling of 
merchandise as easy as possible, with 
as little expense to the shipper, as well. 


The issuance of the new bonds will 


take place at once, now that the ma- 
jority of the holders of the old issues 
-have signified their approval of the 
plan. There will be about $58,000 held 
in the treasury, authorized but unissu- 
ed, so that in the event of any Improve- 
ment being deemed necessary it may be 
undertaken at once The money is 
ready for the company as soon as the 
bonds are put on the market

NE of the most useful, and yet least 


appreciated plants in the world, is 
the common Papaya (Caryca Papa- 


la). Over this, to us BO well known tree, 
the botanista have quarrelled extensively, 
some saying It Is an old plant, a survival 
from prehistoric ages, so to speak, while 
some maintain that it is an entirely new 
plant, trying to establish Itself. Again 
some say that it belongs to the Euphor- 
blaceoe; others maintain, It is of a class 
entirely to itself. Practically the only use 
or u now made, Is of its fruit, which in 
appparprce ina flavor somewhat resem- 
bK 
...•- nuoiinelon. One German chemi- 


cal ii m, Merch & Co., in Darmstadt, 
;<«:ti.uT< the white Buid, which exudes 
.loin the green fru.t, under the name 
of Papain. This flnid has a great di- 
gestive value. Of far more local interest 
however, are the various benefits which 
£he email tropical farmer can derive from 
this plant. 
i It has been said that the Juice con- 
tained in the green fruit has a digestive 
power. This seems to be true however 
not of the fruit alone, but also of the 
other parts of the tree. The story, that 
if you hang the venerable tough hen up 
in a Papala tree, It will turn Into a 
tender spring chicken, is a story which 
has provoked much derision. It is true 
nevertheless; the natives ofter wrap 
squids, which certainly are the acme of 
toughness, in the leaves of this tree, and 
thereby reduce them to quite a palatable 
tenderness. 
The greatest value of the papaya how- 


ever is as a fodder for pigs. After ex- 
tensive experiments It has become evi- 
dent that as a fattener the ripe fruit 
Is hard to excel. As a matter of fact, 
we have seen hogs, which were fed ex- 
clusively on papayas, fatten so rapidly, 
that their rations had to be considerably 
reduced. On an average it will take 
about twenty trees per head. The papaya 
fruits all the year round, and, as it dur- 
ing certain months bears quite consid- 
erably less than usual, twenty trees may 
toe considered as a safe estimate. 
The great difficulty with planting pa- 


paya trees lies In the fact, that there are 
male and female as well as hermaphro- 
dite trees. If the trees thus are planted 
one *or every fifteen feet, the planter is 
certain to get at least half the portion 
of his trees males, and consequently un- 
productive plants. 
One male will be 


.found sufficient for forty females. The 
bisexual trees are scarcer than e.ther of 
the monosexual kind. Another drawback 
to planting comes from the fact, that 
the papaya will not grow true from seed. 
If you plant seed from one of the larger, 
oblong, purple variety, you may get trees 
with small round fruits, and vice versa. 
Likewise' if seed from a bisexual tree is 
planted, the result will In very many 
cases be either male alone or female 
alone. It has therefore been found a 
good plan, to plant the seed in boxes; 
after the plants have reached a night 
of about *six Inches, they can be trans- 
planted.

An Old-Time Labor 


Experiment on 


Maui. 


MAUI, Aug. 31.—Apropos of an arti- 
le panted in an Advertiser of last 
week In which it was stated that the 
w bite men that worked at Ewa planta- 
ion were the first, purely American col- 
ony ever Introduced Into the Islands, 
Maul, not Oahu, should have the honor 


>f the first experiment with white labor. 
In 1870 Capt James McKee, owner and 


manager of Ulupalakua sugar planta- 
tion, commissioned D. C. Humphreys, 
ex-judge of Amador County, California, 
.o import a company of white laborers. 
This was done, Judge Humphreys 
bringing seventeen Americans to Ha- 
waii on the steamer Moses Taylor that 
same year. 


At Ulupalakua these eighteen men 


called themselves the American Cane. 
Cultivating Co., with D. C. Humphreys 
as foreman, and they named the little 
village, which Capt McKee had con- 
structed especially for them, Lincoln- 
ville. 


A contract for ten jears was made 


and signed by which Capt McKee was 
to furnish them with land, tools, seed- 
cane, etc., and pay them so much per 
ton on sugar raised by them. 
They 


were to manage their own affairs the 
>lantatlon-owner advancing and eharg- 
ng them with the money expended for 
expenses to the Islands, for furniture, 
and for food, clothing, etc., until two 
years had elapsed, which was the per- 
iod requisite for a crop of cahe rto ma- 
ture at Ulupalakua. 


Before the two years had gone by, 


lowever, only one man of the eighteen 
remained to reap the benfit of his la- 
bors and that was James Anderson, the 
present postmaster of Makawao, who 
stayed for ten years at Ulupalakua, be- 
coming assistant manager. 


The reasons for the failure of the 


colony are various It was not on ac- 
count of heat, for the climate of Ulu- 
palakua is much cooler than that of 
Ewa. Some of the men did not IJke the 
clause in the contract which prohibited 
bringing intoxicating liquors on the 
premises. Others thought that the J75 
or $100 per month which they t might 
have obtained had they remained, was 
too small a return for their hard work. 
It should be recalled that in 1870 and 
for twenty years later white men re- 
ceived extremely high wages In all oc- 
cupations on the Island*: Another fact 
which will act as an explanation is that 
most of those 
who contracted with 


Capt M>K>e were addicted to a roving 
life. 


Perhaps U would not come amiss to 


mention the eighteen names inasmuch 


j as the Llncolnville experiment forms an 


mportant episode In Maui plantation 
ustorj.

HIS PEOPLE DEMAND OF US 


Hilo Railway Will 
Consolidate All 


Issues. 


A 


M, the holders' of the bonds of. the 
•HBo Railroad Company having 
signified their approval 
of the 


plan, the bond* will be replaced t» 
new bond, the tni-t deed covering tt: 
entire road and the terminal facilities 
at Hllo. This ne* deed will be to se- 
cure an Issne of $1,000,000 ,6 per cent 
bonds, which will be transferred to the 
holders of the old debentures. 


This deal, which Is the result of one 


of the -many financial transactions of 
B. F. DIlltaRham while on the 
Coast 


' last, will mean much for the develop- 


ment of the Hllo terminals of the new 
railroad. The bonds which will be re- 
placed by the new Issue are now in two 
sets. One -Is covered by a deed of trust 
baeed upon the main line of the road, 
known as the Hllo and Puna division. 
The amount of these bonds is $450,000. 
The Olaa division, which Is the shorter 
line running through tBte Olaa planta- 
s tion, and to within eight or nine miles 


of the Volcano House, Is bonded in the 
sum of $160.000. 
The deal by which the new bonds take 


the place,of the original. Issue contem- 
plates the selling of at least half of 
the BurpluB of $400,000; or perhaps a to- 
tal of nearly $850,000, for the purpose 
of developing the property of the com- 
pany at Hllo. This development will 
take the form of a line through Hilo to 
the Hilo mill, formerly the Portuguese 
Mill Company's plant, and possibly a 
branch to the Walakea milt There will 
be two Midges over the Walakea river 
necessary m the Improvement, and the 
branches will comprise one to the pro- 
jected docks, and a belt line around the 
harbor to Walanuenue street with a 
station of the road in the business cen- 
ter of the city. 
The new docks, the company to build 


which Is entirely a Hllo corporation, 
will be a much-needed improvement and 
will Involve ^the expenditure of from 
$50,000 to $60,000, the dock to be 800 feet 
longj This work, while not to be com- 
menced for several months yet^means 
the consolidation of. several important 
interests in*the mercantile line. 
Th« 


Hflo Railroad Company does not intend 
to dominate the enterprise, though it 
has subscribed for a majority of the 
stock at present and will furnish much 
of the money for the" building of the 
docks and warehouses. The line of the 
railroad will run out onto the new 
flocks so as to make the handling of 
merchandise as easy as possible, with 
as little expense to the shipper, as well. 


The issuance of the new bonds will 


take place at once, now that the ma- 
jority of the holders of the old issues 
nave signified their approval of the 
plaa. There will he about S59.000 held 
in the treasury, authorized but unissu- 
ed, so that In the event of any improve- 
ment being deemed necessary it may be 
undertaken 
at once. The money is 


ready for the company as soon as the 
bonds are put on the market. 


COURT NOTES.

There were two divorce suits of an 
interesting nature before Juage Gear

In the first, Maria Palikapu vs. Bere- 
nabo Palikapu, separation was asked 
on the ground th'at the defendant was 
afflicted with an incurable disease 
(leprosy), 'and had been confined 
at 
Molokai since 1898. The summons had 
been served upon the defendant at the 
settlement, and he had prepared his 
own answer, writing It In Hawaiian on 
a plain piece of brown paper. 
He set up as grounds for defense 
that the marriage had been celebrated 
by a Catholic priest, according to the 
Catholic religion and the laws of God. 
and that the Catholic ehurcn permits 


In answer to the contention that the 


divorce should be granted because of 
leprosy, he replied that It has never 
been proven that leprosy is an incura- 
ble disease. 
- 
Third he argues that whoever has 


been Joined by the laws of GocJ and the 


- Catholic church, cannot be torn apart 


by any law of man. 
The court heard the evidence of the 
complainant, and also that of Secretary 
Charlock, of the Board of Health, who 
testified to the records as showing the 
defendant had been sent to Molokai. 
Judge Gear granted the divorce, hold- 


• Ing that. leprosy was an 
Incurable 


disease.

NE of the most useful, and yet least 


appreciated plants In the world, is 
the common Papaya (Caryca Papa- 


la). Over this, to us so well known tree. 
the botanists, have quarrelled extensively, 
some saying-It Is an old plant, a survival 
from prehistoric ages, so to speak; while 
some maintain that it Is an entirely new 
plant, trying to establish Itself. Again 
some say that it belongs to the Euphor- 
•blaceoe: others maintain, It Is of a class 
entirely to Itself. Practically the only use 
or 11 now made. Is of Its fruit, which In 
apppnrrrrr hnd flavor somewhat resem- 
bli.^ .;:« iau.=-unelon. One German chemi- 
cal a in. Mcrch & Co., m Darmstadt, 
or.trans the white fluid, which exudes 
.i-oui the green fruit, under the name 
of fapain. This fluid has a great di- 
gestive value. .Of far more local Interest 
however, are the various benefits which 
the Email tropical farmer can derive from 
this plant. 
:':Jt has been said that the Juice con- 
tained In the green fruit has a digestive 
power. Thin seems to be true however 
not of the fruit alone, but also of the 
pther parts of the tree. The story, that 
If you bang the venerable tough hen up 
to a Fapaia tree, it will turn into a 
tender spring chicken, is a story which 
has provoked much derision. It Is true 
nevertheless; the natives ofter wrap 
squids, which certainly are the acme 
toughness. In the leaves of this tree, and 
thereby reduce them to quite a palatable 
tenderness. 
The greatest value of the papaya how- 


ever Is as a fodder for pigs. After' ex- 
tensive experiments It has become evi- 
dent that as a fattener the ripe fruit 
is hard to excel. As a matter of fact 
we have seen hogs, which were fed ex- 
clusively on papayas, fatten so rapidly 
that their rations had to be considerably 
reduced. On an average it will 
take 


about twenty trees per head. The papaya 
fruits all the year round, and, as It dur- 
ing certain months bears quite consid- 
erably less than usual, twenty trees may 
be considered as a safe estimate. 
The great difllculty with planting pa- 
paya trees lies in the fact, that there are 
male and female as well as hermaphro- 
dite trees. If the trees thus are planted 
one for every nf teen feet, the planter is 
certain to get at least half the portion 
or his trees males, and consequently un- 
productive plants. 
One male will be 


found sufficient for forty females. 
The 


bisexual trees are scarcer than e.ther of 
the monosexual kind. Another drawback 
in planting comes from the fact, that 
the. papaya will not grow true from seed. 
If yoji plant seed from one of the larger, 
oblong, purple variety, you may get trees 
with small round fruits, and vice versa. 
Likewise if seed from a bisexual tree is 
planted, the result will in very many 
cases be either male alone or female 
.alone. .It has therefore been found a 
good plan, to plant the seed In boxes; 
after the plants have reached a bight 
Of about *slx Inches, they can be trans- 
planted. .It will be well to hoe up the 
.ground, where they are to be placed. In 
a diameter of about three to four feet;
